He said 
he. moved on behalf of Morris George Soot, 
for leave to appeal againat an order of Her- 
bert A. Giles, Her Britannio Majesty’s Act- 
ing Consul'at Amoy; made on the 7th day 
of August, 1880, whereby the said’ Herbert 
A. Giles as such Acting Consul as-aforesaidi, 
convicted the said Morris George Scott ia 
the prosecution above-mentioned and sen- 
tenced him to three months’ imprisonment, 
and afterwards in Jieu of the said three 
months’ imprisonment ordered him, the said 
Morris George Scott, to pay a fine of 500) 
dollars and to be imprisuned in tho Con 
snlate gaol until the ssid sum of 500 dollars 
was‘paid to him, the said Aoting Consul.

BUCCESS OP MR MORENO, 


Mr Celso Caesar Moreno writea us 
that after 9 very bard struggle, he has 
succeeded in gutting an Act passed by 
the Honolulu Logislature voting a sub- 
sidy uf $24,000 to the China Merchants’ 
Steam Navigation Company, for whom 
he went out there as Special Agent. 
-The following..is his own stutemeat of 
the steps he took :— 

On the 2éth of December, 1879, I 
presented a memorial to the King and 
Cabinet Ministers. On the 8th Jan., 4 
received an answer oili-ially granting to 
the China line all the privileges of 
Water Wharfage, land lots for Coal 


completely set. aside Mr Moreno. In 
order to satisfy himself of the truth of 
the statement, he called upon Mr Afong, 


Mr Moreno was tho Special Agent of the 
Line. And on reterence being made to 
the letter addressed to the Minister, Mr 
Afong stated that he had been prompted 
in this matter by a gentleman, he LL. 
Green, who. had written the original 
letter, which he showed to the members, 
and the handwriting of which he re- 
cognized. A copy of this letter, signed 
by Mr Afong, had been forwarded to the 
Minister. The letter had no claim to an 
agen, snd it made no reference toa 
subsidy. 1ts purport must have ap- 
eared an unnecessary enquiry to the 
Ministry, as there bad aires been 
accorded the privileges requested in Mr 
Afong’s letter of July instant to Mr 
Moreno lost January. It seems to have 
been’ prompted.os a mancuvre against 
Mr Moreno,—and its character was im- 
properly represented by Ministers to Mr 
Gibson and other members of the As- 
sembly, It may be denounced as 
trick, © 

The Minister of the Interior said that 
Mr Moreno had asked for certain pri- 
vileges which were granted to him by 
letter dated January 8th, 1880. Mr 
Afong had asked dor similar privileges and 
was answered that whon the line became 
an established fact these would be ac- 
corded to him. Mr Afong did not ask 
for a subsidy pro or con, but merely for 
the same rights as anybody else hud # 
right to ask. He did not see that any 
injustice had been done to Mr Moreno. 

The Attorney General said, in reply 
to Mr Gibson, that he had told the hon. 
member for Labainw that Mr Afong had 
asked for certain rights, and also that 
he did not ask for a subsidy, Ha also 
said that Mr Afong was agent for the 
China line of steamera and not Mr 
Moreno. 

A motion was made,to insert an item 
of $24,000 as a subsidy for a China line 
of steamers,

I was not going 
to give way nuw, 80, on the 28th of 
July, 9 motion was made for the recon- 
sideration of the previous day's decision, 
with the result that there were 18 ayes 
and 18 noes, o tie again, An adjourn- 
ment then took place until the atternvon; 
meanwhile 1 worked with the Minister 
of Finance H.E, Samuel K. Kaaii and 
other members. At $ o’clock tle China 
line Subsidy again came up, and, after a 
long debate, a vote was taken and re- 
sulted in 24 ayes and 16 noes, ‘then 
the nominal vote was taken by the Se- 
cretary of the House, which was done 
by calling each member by name, aud 
the result was~ayes 26 and noes 14. 
The China lino $24,000 Subsidy Bill 
passed the third reading, was ordered to 
be engrossed and presented for the King’s 
signature, ‘ond his Majesty signed it at 
five o'clock the same afternoon, This 
has been a close-contested victory, and 
cannot tail to be productive of great 
benefit both to China and the Hawaiian 
Islands by the opening of commerciul 
intercourse. between them; whilst it will 
also enhance the prestige of the China 
line of-steamera, ;

Before passing this item a “ Royal 
Message” hud been sent to the As- 
sembly recommending -the favorable 
consideration of a Dill “relating tu a 
China line of steanvers, The bili came 
up in due course, aud it met the fate 
it deserved, It was opposed by the 
Ministry, snd the committee to whom 
it was referred, set forth in plain terms 
the fallacy of the arguments contained 
in the “ mossago.” It was thrown out 
by a large majority, ‘The promoter of 
the scheme did sot, however, relinquish 
bia task. ‘Thera was another plan by 
which to get this sum voted. A mom- 
ber was induced to introduce tuis item 
in the Appropriation Bill on its third 
reading, and tho vote taken was a tle, 


decided by the President giving his 
vote against it. The following day it 
was reconsidered, gud straige to say 
members who had previauily voted 
againat the item, and ereeely one 
who had two or three daya azo before 
expressed an opinion in the House that 
he was not then in favor of it, gave it 
their cordial support. The speech of 
the Minister of Finance, combined with 
his action regarding the “ previous 
westion,” was at total variance with 
that of the other Ministers. He ad- 
vocated the causo of the Chinese ia the 
strongest possible light, and that they 
were the saviours of this country, How 
does this compare with the Huwaii cor-
